HINTS to BETTER LANDSCAPING 


Nothing is more becoming to the home than a clear sweep of lawn. Keep 
it open and uncluttered. Confine plantings of shrubs, evergreens and flower 
beds to the home foundation, yard borders and corners. 

Use trees to frame the home and provide shade as needed, portica- 
larly on the west. Remember that a small shade tree will increase 
in value many times over in a few years. 


The front doorway is usually the focal point of the landscape picture. Accent 
it with evergreens or shrubs scaled to its dimension. Avoid varieties that 
will over-grow the scale, or such exclamation points as Irish Juniper. 

In the foundation planting, choose plants that create long, low horizontal 
fines and that do not cover windows. This is particularly important with 
modern architecture. 

Tall shrubs soften the vertical corner lines of the house. 


Foundation planting should extend beyond the corner of the house, visually 
broadening the house and carrying the eye from the roof line to the lawn. 
Flowering trees of restricted growth are excellent to frame the house 
and may be tied to the foundation planting with ground covers. 
Hedging can be very effective for extending horizontal lines and may be 
used across and beyond the foundation as well as for usual boundary and 
area-divider purposes. A great many finer plants may be used for hedging 
and one need not resort to common privet. 

Gain privacy and protection in the rear yard with screen and border 
plantings. This area may then be used as an outdoor living room, and 
space alloted for garden and service areas as required.
